the building boom in the new 
Air-Industrial Park in Boyne City, 
came off the drawing boards and 
went through the site plan 
approval at Monday night’s special 
planning meeting. 

The approval was almost ‘‘cut 
and dried,’’ due to a new form that 
has been developed by city offi- 
cials to help the planners. LexaMar 
was the first to use the form which 
cut down the work required to 
determine whether a site was 
being used appropriately and 
according to the zoning rules by 
the developer or owner of a propos- 
ed project. 

The LexaMar facility is the first 
of five companies proposed so far 
for the 80 acre site within the park 
that the Magna of America com- 
pany purchased from the city and a 
local investment group. 


The factory will be a 60,000 
square foot building with an addi- 
tional 12,000 square foot 
mezzanine located on about seven 
acres of the property. Entrance to 
the property will be off a new road 
that the city is planning to con- 
struct. That road will be off of 
M-75 between the First National 
Bank and Top O’Michigan. 

While the building will be locat- 
ed in the southwest corner of the 
property, it will have 75 parking 
spaces for the employees and a 33 
feet drive into into the site. The 
area surrounding the plant will be 
about two acres of lawn and will 
have trees and berms and shrubs. 

Construction is expected to get 
started Oct. 10, with completion to 
be by Aug. 1, 1986. The firm 
intends to start moving equip- 
ment into the plant by April 15 


Anishinabe gets 
$10,000 grant 


A $10,000 grant from the Michi- 
gan Council of the Arts will fund 
the hiring of elders of the Anishin- 
abe InterTribal Council as teach- 
ers, allowing them to share know- 
ledge of their heritage. 

The classes, which are entirely 
oral, deal with the culture and 
language of the Odawa (Ottawa) 
people, according to Gigi Antoine, 
executive director of the tribal 
council. 

Antoine said the classes, held at 
the Title IV (Indian Education) 
office at the East Jordan Schools or 
on the tribal land at the end of Mill 
Street in East Jordan, are open to 
anyone who is interested in learn- 
ing the rich heritage of the natives. 

Some of the money will also be 
used to help finance the annual 
Day of the Eagle Powwow. 

Antoine added that the grant 
monies will also help the organ- 
ization reach its goal of self- 


sufficiency. 
‘‘Every little bit of money 
helps,’’ she said. ‘‘It also pro- 


motes our visibility.’’ 

This is the third and last year of 
funding by the Michigan Council of 
the Arts through a pilot grant 
under the Elder’s Heritage 
Program. 

Antoine is awaiting word ona 
grant request for more state fund- 
ing which would fund the council’s 
Buck-uh-tah program. 

Buck-uh-tah is the Odawa word 
for ‘‘I am hungry”’ and the monies 
would be used to purchase a con- 
cession wagon that would serve 
traditional Odawa foods. 

The Anishinabe, which means 
‘original man,'’ also hope to 
obtain money to purchase more 
land on which to construct a 
museum and replica village. 


New health 


Antoine said they hope to pur- 
chase the land by next fall and 
have a tribal center built by 1987. 
The tribal center will house arti- 
facts, be a rain site for pow- 
wows and other ceremonies and 
serve as an office and bunkhouse. 

The Anishinabe, which is pri- 
marily made up ancestors of the 
Ottawa and Chippewa (Ojibway) 
bands and their families, have 
members from across the area they 
call Zing-gwak Beeng Akeh (Pine 
Lake Land)—the Lake Charlevoix 
area. 

The group gets no money from 
the federal government, Antoine 
said, noting that the organiza- 
tion of some 600 tribal and honor- 
ary members is not political.

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DAIRY PRODUCTS 

This is a little bit of nostalgia 
from a dairy farm during. the 
twenties. It was before electricity 
came to the farm land. No milking 
machines, no electric coolers and 
refrigeration were yet available to 
the farmers without electric power. 
Iremember my father milking the 
cows, pouring some into a dish for 
the barn cats, carrying two full 
pails of milk at a time to the house 
to put through the cream 
separator. Papa milked about eight 
cows in the morning while Mama 
made coffee and fried meat and 
pancakes or cooked oatmeal. She 
helped him milk at night after 
supper. That was when ‘‘the kids’’ 
had te do the dishes and Mama got 
“‘away from it all’’ for a little 
while. I do not suppose that it was 
very romantic, yet it was one small 
part of their busy days when they 
could be alone together. 

Before the time that he sold his 
milk, Papa separated the milk from 
the cream, sold the cream and fed 
the skim milk to the young calves 
and pigs. At that time it was 
necessary to have ‘‘rich’’ milk for 


butter. He hauled the cream in. 


those cream cans, that are now so 
papular in the antique shops, in 
the back seat of our model T to the 
local creamery or store where they 
tested it for butterfat. The more 
butterfat the better price for the 
cream. 

Of course, Mother made her own 
butter. Milk was not considered 
good unless rich in butterfat. How 
different from our modern society 


with Bea Smith Cookin 


Nearly all of the recipes in the 
old cookbooks used lots of cream, 
butter and rich milk, and they were 
delicious; though I believe that 
they taste just as good adapted to 
our more modern ingredients 
using less fat. The following was 
no doubt true before our mar- 
garines were perfected. I remem- 
ber the oleos and their taste was 
nothing to be desired. This is a 
quote from ‘‘White House Cook- 
book’ 1926. ‘‘Butter is indispen- 
sable in almost all culinary pre- 
parations. Good fresh butter, used 
in moderation, is easily digested; it 
is softening, nutritious and fatten- 
ing, and is far more easily digested 
than any other of the oleagenous 
substances used in its place.’’ 

From an old cookbook: 

IRISH POTATO SOUP 

Peel and boil eight medium 
sized potatoes with a large onion 
sliced, some herbs, one teaspoon 
salt and a dash a pepper. Press all 
through a colander; then thin it 
with rich milk and add 2 table- 
spoons butter; more seasoning if 
necessary. Let it heat well and 
serve. Now, we would most likely 
put it through the blender and use 
a non-cholesterol margarine to re- 
place the butter. This is a very 
delicious soup. It could even be 
mad with 2% milk if one is calorie 
counting. 

I would like to give you this 
recipe for bread sauce as served to 
us at our last supper at the Oig 
Hotel on Isle of Skye. This sauce 
accompanied roast chicken with a 
sweet dressing.

In households across this great 
land of ours are stored millions of 
collapsed grocery sacks, durable 
and ready for any assignment at a 
moment's notice. It’s grand to 
contemplate such a national 
reserve held in private hands. But 
it’s quite another thing for the 
keepers of the bags to find enough 
uses for these sturdy containers to 
keep the reserve down to reason- 
able levels. 

Grocery sacks are a part of a 
group of containers that we save 
because they’re barely used, can 
house or carry most of our pos- 
sessions except goldfish and 
they're free. With such creden- 
tials, it’s improper, maybe even 
immoral, to throw them away. 

Big paper bags are most appre- 
ciated in households with small 
children. Pre-schoolers wear the 
sacks as costumes, lay them end to 
end as rivers or boundaries, keep 
their treasures in them and use 
them for crayon creations. Mothers 
of 2-to-5-year-olds wouldn’t con- 
sider living through a rainy day 
without grocery sacks. 

Little kids go on using the bags 
in the early grade school years for 
carrying costumes and ‘‘show and 
tells’’ back and forth to school. 
Then suddenly children shun the 
bags. About the time the young 
begin taking in enormous amounts 
of groceries, their interest in 
taking abroad the grocery con- 
veyers plummets. From that time 
on, a reserve starts building. 

Akin to paper bags are card- 
board boxes. And we save them 
with the same zeal. When my 
family moved to our present house 
eighteen years ago, we started out 
saving boxes under my husband’s 
and my bed. The space filled 
rapidly so we took to our present 
storage center, the garage. We use 
some of the boxes for things we 


buy as gifts that don’t come 
packaged, like sweaters or jeans. 
And gifts of pajamas or underwear 
definitely call for a box in order to 
qualify as presents. But our need 
has fallen farther and farther 
behind the continuing supply. 
We've watched our garage space 
grow smaller. Even after nesting 
the boxes inside each other and 
straightening up the collection, the 
pile is unsightly. Seen at twilight, 
though, on a hazy day, it almost 
resembles an Egyptian pyramid. If 
you squint a little and think hard 
about camels. 

Beside cardboard boxes and 
paper bags, there are styrofoam 
boxes and plastic bowls and sacks 
that we hang on to. It isn’t that we 
doubt the adage, ‘‘You can’t take it 
with you’’. But we act like a 
logbook of our saving habits is 
being kept. It’s as if we think St. 
Peter is standing at the Pearly 
Gates making the final judgment of 
our acceptability on the basis of 
that record, particularly the record 
of saving container kinds of things. 

That’s ridiculous, of course. But 
I cling to a secret hope that there’s 
at least some particle of truth in it.

Whatever it is 
called, if it has a motor 
and two or three 


wheels, it has to be 
registered before it can 
be driven on public 
highways, roads and 
streets. 

If it has two horse- 
power or less, no 
gears, and a top speed 
under 30 miles per 
hour, it’s a moped and 
the operator has to 
have either a driver 
license or a special 
moped license to oper- 
ate on public high- 
ways. The minimum 
age for a special moped 
license is 15. 

If it has more than 
two horsepower, a gear 
shift, and a top speed 
of over 30 miles per 
hour, it is a motor- 
cycle. The operator 
must have a driver 
license with a motor- 
cycle endorsement. 

According to Secre- 
tary of State Richard 
Austin this distinction 
is not clearly under- 
stood by many parents 


public 


who purchase mopeds 
for their children. 
‘Some dealers appar- 
ently are not aware of 
the laws that apply to 
moped operation,” 
Austin said. The sharp 
rise in the number of 
these new two and 
three wheeled vehicles 
has contributed to the 
confusion. 


Austin said the law 
requires all motorcycle 
riders and all moped 
operators under 19 
years of age.to wear 
helmets, but for safety 
sake, all moped oper- 
ators regardless of 
their age should wear 
helmets. 

Businesses _ selling 
mopeds must make 
application for a moped 
registration with the 
Secretary of State for 
their customers. This 
requirement was 
added to the law in 
1983 in order to insure 
that mopeds are prop- 
erly registered when 
sold by moped dealers.

THE CITY OF BOYNE CITY ORDAINS: 


Section 1: Subject to the terms and conditions of Chapter 16 of the city 
Charter of the City of Boyne City, Top O’ Michigan Rural Electric 
Company, a Michigan corporation, is granted the right and privilege to 
provide electrical service within that part of the City included in the Plat 
of Boyne City. Air/Industrial Park and to conduct local business incident 


to the furnishing of such service. 


Section 2: The public utility franchise hereby granted is nonexclusive 
and shall be for a period of thirty (30) years from the effective date. of 
this ordinance unless sooner revoked. 


Section 3: The public utility franchise hereby granted is subject to 


revocation at the will of the Commission. 


Section 4: The terms, conditions and regulatory power set. forth in 


Chapter 16 of the City Charter of the City of Boyne City are incorporated 
herein by reference except to the extent the same may have been 


modified, curtailed or preempted by state legislation establishing and 
defining the power of the Michigan Public Service Commission.
